Aug. 2«.—Unable to 
mrjt its obUgatfims because of the 
large amount of money loaned oif In- 
sufllolent security by Its president, now 
dead, thr* Real Kstale Trust Company, 
of Philadelphia, which up to last Satur¬ 
day was ronsldercd one of the strong¬ 
est financial Institutions In the city, 
closed Its doom to-day. George H. 
K.aric, Jr., a prominent financier, was 
appointed receiver. 

The liabilities of the company are 
placed at $10,000,000, agnJnst which there 
are quick assets of about $3,600,000 and 
cc»llaloral of about $8,000,000. which is 
not negotiable or readily convertible. 
This doubtful collateral Is held mostly 
as security for loons of about $5,300,000 
made to Adolf Segal, n promoter of 
this city. 

The man responsible for the failure 
w'liS Frank K. Hippie, one of Philadel¬ 
phia's best-known cliliens, who died 
suddenly lost Friday morning In his 
country home at Bryn Mawr. near hem. 
under clrcumstjuices which. In the light 
of to-day’s developments, lend to the 
suspicion that he may have committed 
suicide.

Held Several Church Funds. 

Mr. Hippie, In addition to being pres¬ 
ident of the Real Estate Trust Com¬ 
pany, was the treasurer of the Board 
of Trustees of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church In the United 
States, and of several other church 
funds, and was a director ottM Frank 
|lin Nallpngl Bank. Recently Mr. Hlp- 
1 pie’s accounts of the Presbyterian 
;<’hurch were examined, and were found 
to be correct, but it cannot be stated 
p#>sltlvely to-night whether nil the se¬ 
curities of the General Assembly are 
Intact. 

Dr. O. H. Roberts, stated clerk of the 
Oeneral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, was surprised at the news of 
the failure. In addition to the deposits 
of the General Assembly, the Real Es¬ 
tate Trust Company also had 125,000 of 
funds placed there by Dr. Roberts as 
stated clerk. The Presbyterian Hos¬ 
pital. of Philadelphia, and the Presby¬ 
terian Board of Relief, he said, also 
had sums of money in tho failed bank.

Action of Directory.

A meeting of the 
board was hurriedly called and It was 
decided to Instruct the oOlcers of the 
bank that all deposit* received after 
the opening of business Haturday 
morning should b<* set aside and de¬ 
posited with the Franklin National 
Bank in the names of the individuals 
presenting the money. This was done 
to absolve the directors from criminal 
proceedings for receiving money after 
they knew the trust company was in¬ 
solvent.

The money deposited since Saturday 
will, however, lie in the Franklin Na¬ 
tional Bank until the courts decide

Could Not Avert Crash. 

While the depositors wire supposedly 
placing their money with the Real Es¬ 
tate Trust Company, the directors were 
making strenuous efforts to tide the In¬ 
stitution over the dltTlculty. All day 
yesterday they worked, but it became 
appari*nt shortly after noon to-day that 
the crush was inevitable, .\ppllcatlon 
papers for a temporary receiver wen? 
prepared and left at the ofWce of the 
trust comp.\ny, after which the direc¬ 
tors went to the meeting of the clear¬ 
ing house association to make a last 
appeal for help. There were probably 
fifty bank pn^sldonts at tho clearing 
house to meet the directors of the trust 
company. The latter stated that they 
needed 17.000,000, but the lK*st the banks 
could ^do W'as to guarantee 18,500,000. = 
Tills was not enough, and as all other 
means for getting money had failed. 
Vice President Houston telephoned lo 
the bank to suspend business and send 
the receivership papers lo court.

Gov. Beckham and Senator McCreary 
met bore to-day by agreement with tlje 
object of arranging times and places 
and other details of the proimsed ji>lnt 
debates betw-een the two candidates for 
the Democratic nomination for United 
States S?i*nator.

It Is said, will be 
estiibllshed. on Fourth avenue w'ithiti 
the next year. Thn*© site* on Fourth 
avenue, between Orem and Chestnut 
streets, are now* under consideration, 
and one of them will be purchaaed In 
the Immedtatc future unless present 
plans of the promoters are chang-d. 
Alfred Selligtnan, the attorney. Is tho 
local representative of the Eastern cap¬ 
italists wh«> have arranged the project, 
but he refuses to give any* Information 
further than to confirm the fiict of the 
enterprise. 

The three site* being considered have 
180 feet or more frontage, and .sufficient 
depth lo provide space for an Immense 
building.

When pressed to say whether he 
would be a ■ andIdAte for the m^imlna- 
tlofi HgTlnst Higgins or would run 
Against .I.-n>me, Mr. Hughe* replied: 

T am not going to set up any hy¬ 
pothesis and discuss it.” 

!n answer lo further questions; Mr. 
Hughes said he had dlsu'iisstfd the sit¬ 
uation with friends before 1e.avlng New 
York, but did not know now who the 
candldntes ware, and could not Intelli¬ 
gently comment on the situation.

New* York, Aug. 28.—William Ran¬ 
dolph Hearst sitld to-day in Ihe coume 
of an Interview that ho would not lie 
a candidate for Governor of New York 
at the next election on the Democratic 
ticket. 

Mr. Hearst w'aa asked: “Would you 
accept the nomination of the Demo¬ 
crats lo run for Governor?” 

Mr. Hearst replied: “No. I shall run 
only as the nominee of the Independ¬ 
ence Lougue. I have said that before, 
and 1 wish to emphrudxe It. Of coume. 

I should be glad of all the Democratic 
vote* that I could get.” 

*'What do you think of the candidacy 
of Mr. Jerome for the office of Gover¬ 
nor of New* York?” he was asked. 

”I think Jerome is doing what he is 
told lo do by the representatives of 
the interests w'hich contributed lo his 
Inst campaign fund and to w'hlch he 
is under ohllgatfon.” wo* the reply. 

“The object of the men who control 
Jerome is to create a diversion *0 that 
there will not be a cr^'stalfzatlon of 
public Heittmsnt a* to the real tssuo. 
The real Issue, as 1 see It. is politics 
without bos* coAtrol through coVnjpl 
forces. The question is whether the 
people shall *^ntrol I'oUtlcs Independ¬ 
ent of the dfetsfion of corporations 

coming through crltnlhoi bosses.

Jerome's Candidacy In^ocere. 

"It seenui to me that Mr. Jerome’s 
course shows plainly dhat he la more 
anxious to satisfy thf bosses than he 
Is to sem'e th# people. I think his can- 
dldfU'V is insincere tis w'eil as some¬ 
what foolish.” 

“Do you think It possible that Mr. 
Jerome will be nominal.id for Gover¬ 
nor by the Democrats?” 

“if Ryan and Belmont control the 
Democratic convention, I consider It 
not only possible hut probably that Mr. 
Jerome will be the Democratic nomi¬ 
nee.'* 

Mr. Hearst wra* then asked concern¬ 
ing the statements of C. F. Murphy* 
leader of Tammany Hall, lo the effect 
that Mr. Murphy was suportlng him. 

“I do not believe Murphy Is sup¬ 
porting me now,” said Mr. Hearst, **nor 
do I believe that he would support me 
at any critical iwlnt. It ha* amused 
me greatly when such men as Mur¬ 
phy. McCarren and 3ullivan have come 
out as my supporters They have not 
meant what they said. 

“The object of ihe»c bosses In saying 
that they were supporting me hJs been. 
I believe, lo affect primary voting and 
to confuse men who are really on my 
side. The primary principle of the In¬ 
dependence League of which 1 am a 
member. Is the destruction of bosses 
and bosoism. and I cannot see how suph 
men as Murphy can really be out for 
my support.”

No Breach With Bryan. 

”ls there any truth In the report. Mr. 
Hearst, that there is a coolness be¬ 
tween you and Mr, Bryan because of 
the fact that you may be a presiden¬ 
tial candidate In 1208?” 

Mr. Hearst laughed. “Not the qlight- 
est truth,” he said. 

•‘The secret oX my attitude toward 
Ihe Bryan reception can be explained 
very simply,“ continued Mr. Hearst. 
“I am a member of the Independence 
l.^ague. which represent* both Demo¬ 
crats nivd Republicans, I felt that of- 
fllclally I should take no part In this 
Br>'an matter. I felt that U might 
not be proper to take official action 
which could ally tho League with the 
Bryan movement. 

•^'I w’iU say, however, that I intend 
to pay a vhilt to Mr. Bryan In my prl- 
v/ile capacity and also to attend the 
meeting. I will do this on the ground 
that I iim a fret« American who can do 
IIS he pleas4'9. A* to the story that 
there Is a coolness between myself and 
Mr. Bryan. 1 will say there Is none 
unless .Mr. Bryan has changed his mind 
since he left Europe. I will go fur¬ 
ther and sny that he sent me a let¬ 
ter of congratulation on my run for 
the Mayoralty, and If there is a cool¬ 
ness It began since the dale of that 
letter."

1200. declared t^^day that Hearst would 
be nominated by the Buffalo conven¬ 
tion If the New York county dolc«a- 
tlon should be fur him.

New York. Aug. 28.—A woman known 
as Mrs. Annie Moore, was found mur¬ 
dered early to-day In a furnished 
room at 6 Second street. She had been 
horribly ripped and slashed. One gash 
had severed the jugular vein In the left 
side of the throat, another had almost 
severed the windpip*}. tho breast was 
badly slashed and a deep knife thrust 
had ripped open the body, disembowel¬ 
ing It. No weapon was found, and 
there were few* blood marks around tha 
room. 

James Moore, who had posed as the 
woman’s husband, was held by the po¬ 
lice on suspicion. It was he vvho noti¬ 
fied the police of the murder. He ran 
up to two detectives at S4S€ond street 
and the Bowerj* at 2 o'clock this morn¬ 
ing and told them he had just gone to 
hla home a*id thought his siater-ln-law 
waa dead. The pfilice hurried to the 
house and began to Investigate the 
crime. 

Moore told the police ho and the 
woman had been living together for 
seven years. The wnmnn, he said, was 
the widow of his brother, vvho died ten 
years ago. No one In the house could 
be found who had heard any sounds 
as if a struggle whs taking place. Her¬ 
man von Kohlen, who has an adjoining 
room, was aroused by the police, and 
said he had been In bed since 5 o’clock 
In the afternoon, and had heard no 
noises whatever. 

The dead woman was fifty years old. 

The horrible wuun*ls found on the 
W’oman's ixxly recalled at once to the 
minds of the officers and''doctors who 
were called the "Ja<‘k tht* HippiT” mur¬ 
ders some ye.ir8 ago. A hurried Inves¬ 
tigation by the police showed no signs 
of a struggle and the iK>llce concluded 
that the woman had been attacked In 
her sleep. On a pillow which lay across 
her face was the Imprint of a bloody 
hand. The victim’s hands were clean, 
so that rhe i»oUce believe the mark 
must have been left by the murderer. 
Moore maintains that he is Inmx'ont. 
He told Ihe police that he left the 
house In Second street at 7 o'clock last 
night and went to a Bowery • solotiii, 
where he remained until I o’clock this 
morning. Police Inquiries at the sa¬ 
loon developed the Information that 
Moore had been there until Just bv*fore 
10 o’clock, when he left. Lodgers In 
Ihe Second-street house told the police 
that Moore returned home about 10 
o'clock and that he did not go out 
again afterward. The murdered wom¬ 
an, before her marriage m the prison¬ 
er’s brt>th«*r. was Annl<* Fitch. After 
her husband’s death she wont rapidly 
down the s**ale of life. Moore, the 
prisoner. Is in an advanced state of 
consumption. He has a wife and two 
children living hardly a stone’s throw 
from the scene of the crime. 

M*K>re wns held without ball to await 
the action of the grand Jury. M^iore’s 
84)0, E*lw*anl. testified that his father 
was accus**d by the dead woman of 
having brutally beaten her last Sun¬ 
day. Moore admitted striking the 
woman.

Farts are the keynote of modem jour 
nallsro. Get the farts before the people 
In the most rondeneed form po*slhle with 
out Impairing the meaning Is the rule in 
well regulated daily newspaper ofTli'es. In 
consequence thousands read the cheap 
dallies where one reads the weekly 
views. Tlie people are odqiated and 
broadened thereby. 

They are kept constantly In touch with 
(he wiiole world. In this atmosphere big 
otry, seltlshncffs and narrowness cannot 
ihrlx'e. 

The allegation that dally papers as 
class are run solely a* money-making 
enlerprloes Is absolutely false. There are 
black sheep In every flock. Newspapers 
are human Institution* and as such par 
take of human frailties. No honest msn 
pretends to run a newspoper without re¬ 
gard to returns on his Investment. Any 
paper to exist must glx*e the public the 
sort of news that It wants. None can be 
blamed for this. But a dishonest dally, 
one that compromises with wrongs or 
crime for a constderatlon. Is the rare ex 
ceptlon. Proof of this was furnished by 
the nM’Snt Insurance Investigation. On all 
sides prominent fieople were branded as 
grafters and thieves, but not a newspa¬ 
per. even the yellowest, was smirched. 
When we consider how rampant was 
bribery and the temptations lo which tlie 
paper* were exposed this fact Is most re 
markable. 

Instead of corrupting the people the dal 
ly newspapers more than any other 
agency on earth tend to purify society. 
Fear of publicity prevents more crimes 
than all of the courts. It keeps more men 
and women In the straight and narrow 
path than all pulpit orations ever deliv¬ 
ered and *11 codes of morality ex'or pro¬ 
mulgated. Human nature is so coiuitl- 
luted that men dread the scOm of (heir 
fellow-men. With an alert dally press 
they know that chances are against their 
being able to hide wrongdoing. One crim¬ 
inal exposed In the press mesns dozens of 
Individuals with crlmlnsl Instincts kept 
from criminal careers. 

From the ox*erthrow of “Boss” Tweetl 
three decades ago. about tho time dally 
papers began to be a force In American 
public life, to the driving from power of 
thieving Insurance ofliclalff a few months 
ago the history of tho dnlly press In the 
United States has been tilled with con- 
splruoiiff Instances of refoimx wrought by 
the sgency of newspapers. 

Here In the Plilllpplnes we must do our 
duty.

KENTUCKY CROPS INJURED BY

Conditions Oenerol Throughout the 
State, According to Reports to 
Weather Bureau. 


Dry weather Is badly needed through¬ 
out the agricultural district of Ken- 
lucky, ai^-ordlng to the weekly report 
of the Weather Bureau Issued yester¬ 
day. During the piisi \vt?ek the tem¬ 
perature throughout thv* State was 
above normal and the weather was 
sultry. Previous to ih.at period there 
had been loo much rain for the crops. 
The heavy rains following the hot 
s|>clis wore detiimental to growing 
epops. In many places tobaetTo and 
other young growing crop# w^re scald¬ 
ed. The lowlands in many sections 
were completely Inundated.

It Is 
alh*ged also that they had conspired to 
accept the system as completed, not¬ 
withstanding the fsAi that within their 
knowledge It had not been thoroughly 
tested.

Attorney, an opportunity to examine 
the Items, which privilege they had de- 
mand«*d.

ficials and counsel and eight n*pre- 
oen tat Ives of various shipping organi¬ 
sations. w’ere In attendance on the 
hearing. 

Every speaker, representing the rall- 
ruods. Informed the commission that 
the railroads of the countr>* had no dls- 
posUlun to Uiy obstacles in the w'ay uf 
its i.enforce.nent of the act, and the 
fi 1 >eakers vied with one another In/as¬ 
suring the commlsslpn of their Inten¬ 
tion to comply w*lih the provisions of 
the law* in every substantial particu¬ 
lar. 

H. D. Caldwell, of the Delaw'are, 
Lackawanna and Wt^iern railroad, told 
(he commission that many questions 
h.id arisen, pariloularly concerning the 
puhllcatlon and filing of tariffs, up 
which they felt they ought to have an 
exchange of views. He suggested that 
it would be necessary to have an ex¬ 
tension of time In w*hlch the carriers 
should have an opix>rtunlty to file 
their tariffs with the rommls.5lon, and 
he requested that the commission con¬ 
tinue the present method of posting 
railroad tariffs now generally In ef¬ 
fect. In connection with the sugges¬ 
tion (hat the commission suspend or 
modify Imiiort and export rates, he 
urged that no change made In tre 
law until the fullest hearing shall have 
1»een held. He also held that a joint 
rate (In whK'h t\\*o or more carriers 
are Interealed) should be the subject 
of concurrence. He Insisted, as did all 
the other speakers, that absolute con¬ 
currence In joint rates of all the car¬ 
riers Interested should be had before 
the rates w*ere established. 


Desire to Obey Law. 


George V. Massey, general counsel 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com¬ 
pany, assured the commission that R 
w'Hs the desire of all the roiids with 
whom he had conferred to conform ab¬ 
solutely with the law, despite reports 
to the contrary. 

G. J. Grammer, vice president of the 
New York tVntral lines, gave Ihe same 
assurance. He said also there was ab¬ 
solutely no cause for making the 
change In export and Import rates with 
less than thirty days' notice, as provid¬ 
ed by the present law. 

Ghairman Knapp called his attention 
Co the foci that in the moving of ootlon 
llu- method of cb«4iiglng rates had been 
In practice for years. 

"Do you think." asked Chairman 
Knapp, "that the change ought to be 
made applicable as to this year's move¬ 
ment of cotton ?" 

•*1 do,*' reapimdod Mr. Grammer. "I 
believe the carriers can adjust them- 
selves to the new* law in this resr>ect 
within thirty days.*' 

"How long will It take the carriers to 
n>eei <he requirements of the lawT* 
e^ked Commissioner «*ockrell. 

"I hope the commission will give me 
credK for goenj faith." replied Mr. Cald¬ 
well. "when I say that It is impossible 
to tell. We had had In mind that after 
the commission has prescribed Us reg¬ 
ulations on the rulings w*e have re¬ 
quested U might r.ike sixty or ninety 
driyr."

No man ever lived who could stand 
continued and wearing punistiment with¬ 
out succumbing to it sooner or later. 
E%'en Joe Grim, the Italian, whom such 
men as Bob Kitxaimmons. Jack Johnson. 
Jack O'Brien ond other flgnters were 
unable to knock out. finally received a 
punch that dropped him for the count of 
ten. And It will proUii>ly be the saint 
with Nelson. The Dane Is just about due 
for a dnibbing. and even If he should 
win tihis flght. provided it goee as long 
MS fifteen or twenty rounds, many sigue 
Ibal he will receive such a severe pound¬ 
ing that he will never be aide to fign; In 
tip-tup fbrm iigiiln. History repeals li- 
sidf. and os tills has been the fate of all 
rhe other punishment aastmllators, who. 
like Nelson. w*ere supposed U) be uturly 
invincible, there is no reason in the world 
w* 1 iy the same thing should not hupimn 
to him. 

Tlie Dane has never participated In a 
bout that he did not receive a terrific 
gruelling. Constant dripping wears away 
the Btpne. says the old proverb, and while 
it la not visible as yet. these some gruel- 
lings that the Battler has taken have had 
their effect In w'eakenlng him. just the 
same as they did In the case of Terry 
McGovern. 

Again, of late Nelson has been taking 
things easy, for him. and this fact shooUl 
also be taken Into consideration. Men of 
Nelson's type require constant and stren¬ 
uous physical exercise, and while the 
Dane Is In great shape at present, he has 
been living a life that la not exactly nat 
uraJ to him. 

A comparison of the records of the two 
flghtere ia Interesting, but It la ratiier 
useless in giving a line on their respective 
chances. On post performances Oans rom- 
plstely outclasses Nelson, but the latter 
has never fought the same men that Oans 
has defeated. The champion has been 
meeting men In the welterweight class 
almost exclusively for the last four yeara, 
while Nelson has not given aw*ay any 
weight in any of his recent contests. 

• • • 

Gans’ Victoriea Stand Out. 

Each of the men has defeated the best 
flghtere In the class In which he has 
fought. What would luive happened to 
Nelsrm If he had fought Joe Walcott when 
the latter was “good” can merely be con- 
jectured. And besides. Nelson's admirers, 
with a great show of reason, might say 
that Nelson was not the Nelson then that 
he Is now. nor was Gans as old as at the 
present time. 

But even ycu Gana ia conceded to he by 
far (he moat perfei’t human' fighting ma¬ 
chine the world haa ever produced. He la 
fast, clex'er. can hit hard and knows every 
trick of ring genei'nlshlp. The only thlni 
that Nelson has tliat nukes him a goo< 
fighter Is an Inordinate ability to "stand 
the gaff.’* He Is no clever boxer and ad¬ 
mits It. He Is slow compared to half of 
the best lightweights, and he has no one 
blow knockout In either hand, aa Gans 
has. Nelson Is easy to hit. 

It is tme that much of this was said be¬ 
fore when Nelson fought Jimmy Britt, for 
instance, and anln w'hen he met Terry 
McGovern, but tne Dane came out of both 
of these contests with flying colors. Gans 
Is by far the hardiest and most accurate 
hitter that the Dane has ever been railed 
upon to fare. The Battler, in an Inter¬ 
view. himself says that he expects to be 
battered all over the ring during the first 
eight rounds of the flght, but that by the 
time the ninth round Is reached he will 
ha'-e sufficiently tired Gaiis to get ox’er a 
W'innlnic punch. 

If Nelson goes into the ring with any 
Idea of letting Gans pummel him about 
at will for eignt rounds he might as well 
give up all hope of ever l>elng able to set 
qver the winning punch after that. He 
mill he In more of a condition to grace a 
hospital rot than to delh'er a knockout 
blow on the shifty Baltimorean.

NEW ALBANY INTERESTED. 

California Estate, With Heirs in In- 
disna City. 

A suit bos been brought In the courts 
aj Los Angeles. Cal., thiU Involves a 
part of the handsome esinte of the late 
Merrill A. Weir, for many years a res¬ 
ident of Now Albany and cashier of 
the New Albany National Bank until 
he left that city nearly fifteen yearn 
ago. Mr. Weir <lled Intestate at Los 
Angeles Novembi-r 24. 1905, leaving an 
estate valued at 176,000. Four months 
Inter his widow. Mm. Nancy Weir, 
died, also Intostnie. Mrs. Weir had ex- 
pr('S.«uHl n deierinlnailon only the day 
before her sudden death to execute a 
will, having arranged with a lawyer 
to meet him on the day .she died.

Con¬ 
siderable Interest Is being manifested 
In the suit In New Albany from the 
fact that several of the legal helm of 
both Mr and Mrs. Weir live In that 
city, while othem live In Salem and In 
Mi. Vernon, Ind.

Depot When Stricken. 


While engaged In his dutiea of re¬ 
ceiving clerk and apparently In the 
beat of health. John 8. Feriwltk, em¬ 
ployed in the freight department of 
the Louisville and Nashvlllo railroad. 
drop{»ed dead at 11 o’clock yesterday 
ritornlng In the company's office at 
Ninth and Broadway. .Mr. Fenwick 
was giving orders relating to the load¬ 
ing of a car when he wiui seen 
suddenly to reel and fall to the floor. 
A moment before he had checked up 
a consignment of goods brought Into 
the office.

Death Is believed to have been 
caused by organic heart disease. Mag¬ 
istrate Edward O'Connor, acting (.’or- 
oncr, viewed the body and gave per¬ 
mission for Its removal to the home, 
at 1615 West Walnut street. 

Mr. Fenwick w’os twenty-six years 
old and made his home with his wife 
and mother. Mrs. Laura Fenwick. The 
news of his death came to them as a 
great shock, as when he left home he 
W'AS In unusually high spirits and gave 
no Indication of 111-health. After his 
arrival at the oflire he w’enl about his 
duties SB usual and never once com¬ 
plained of feeling 111. I 

Mr. Fenwick had been In the employ 
of the railroad company fur seven 
years as rec'elving clerk. Prior to that 
he was Bsaociated with Ihe Southern 
Bureau and InapecUon Company. Be¬ 
sides his wife and mother he is sur¬ 
vived by a sister. 

The funeral services will be held at 
the residence Thursday morning at 9 
o'clock. Burial will be In St, Stephen’s
